The  Authorities  of  Hellmuth  Ladies’  College,  wishing  to  accommodate  as  far  as  possible,  parents  who  desire  that  their  daughters 
should  attend  the  College  steadily,  and  enjoy  all  the  highest  advantages  that  the  Institution  affords,  at  a moderate  cost  are  willing  to  grant 
“YEARLY  SCHOLARSHIPS”  at  a reduced  rate  of  $400  each,  payable  in  advance. 

This  Scholarship  includes  Board,  Laundry,  and  Private  Room;  Instruction  in  all  the  English  Branches,  Classics,  Mathematics, 
Ancient  and  Modern  Languages,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music,  Drawing  and  Painting  in  Oils  or  ^Yater  Colors  ; the  use  of  Books,  Music, 
Drawing  Materials  and  School  Stationery  during  College  residence,  which  must  be  returned  when  the  pupil  leaves  the  College,  or  paid  for. 
It  also  includes  the  fee  of  $12,  for  the  use  of  plate,  linen,  &c.,  and  Medical  Attendance  and  Medicine. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  as  early  as  possible,  stating  the  name  and  age  of  the  young  lady,  and  the  post  office  address 
of  her  parents  or  guardian. 

N. B. — To  secure  admission  a deposit  of  $20  must  be  made  on  application,  which  will  be  accounted  for  when  the  pupil  leaves  the  College. 

Bed,  Bedding,  Towels,  and  other  articles  usually  brought  by  a pupil,  are  supplied  by  the  College,  during  the  whole  period  of  a pupil's 
residence,  for  a fee  of  $12. 

It  is  especially  desired  that  the  Dress  of  pupils  should  be  simple  and  inexpensive,  and  every  article  of  clothing  distinctly  marked  with 
the  owner’s  name,  and  an  inventory  of  the  same  enclosed  in  each  trunk. 


Arrangements  have  been  made,  in  accordance  with  which,  young  ladies  are  admitted  as  Parlor  Boarders  who  have  graduated  in  this 
or  any  other  Institution,  or  who  may  specially  desire  to  devote  their  time  to  the  higher  branches  of  General  Literature,  the  Sciences,  Modern 
Languages,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music,  Drawing  and  Painting. 


The  College  is  situated  within  a mile  of  the  city  limits,  in  the  most  most  prominent  and  healthy  locality,  on  the  banks  of  the  River 
'I'hames. 

The  GROUNDS  comprise  ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FORTY  ACRES,  part  of  which  is  laid  out  and  planted  with  a view  to 
ornament,  with  ample  PLAY  GROUNDS,  &c.,  and  the  remainder  cultivated  as  a Farm  and  Garden  for  the  use  of  the  College. 

The  Main  Building  is  118  feet  in  length,  by  60  feet  in  depth,  with  spacious  Corridors  on  each  floor  the  full  length  of  the  Building, 
and  a Verandah  in  front  of  the  building  10  feet  in  width. 

'I'he  Building  contains  a Lecture  Room,  spacious  Class  Rooms,  Studio  and  Library,  Dining  JLall,  Drawing  Rooms,  Parlors,  Private  Bed 
Rooms,  Dormitories,  Sanatorium,  Baths  (hot  and  cold)  vooA  of  a College.  The  private  rooms  accommodate  three 

pupils,  and  the  dormitories  eight. 

The  whole  premises  have  been  expressly  planned  and  arranged,  so  as  to  secure  every  possible  facility  for  the  Educational  and  Domestic 
rei|uirements  of  the  pupils.  'Phe  Ventilation,  Heating,  and  Drainage  are  on  the  most  modern  and  approved  plans. 

Divine  Service  is  held  in  St,  .\nne’s  Chaiiel,  situated  in  the  College  grounds. 

The  object  of  this  institution,  as  contemplated  by  its  Founder,  is  to  provide  a thorough,  liberal  and  useful  education  for  young  ladies, 
adapted  to  their  wants  in  life,  and  based  upon  the  soundest  PROTE.ST.WT  C11R1STL\N  PRl  NL' I Pl.E,'^,  as  the  only  solid  b.isis  for  the 
right  formation  of  character.

Tt  will  be  observed  that  many  of  the  subjects  go  through  the  whole  Collegiate  course  ; these  are  graded  by  Te.xt  Books,  to  suit  the  developing 
powers  of  the  Pupil,  who  is  e.xpected  to  remain  two  years  in  each  class. 

N.  B. — It  is  desirable  that  Parents  should  leave  the  choice  of  studies,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  hands  of  the  Teachers,  they  being  naturally 
the  best  judges  of  each  pupil’s  capacity. 

LECTURES. — In  addition  to  the  familiar  Lectures  in  connection  with  the  Te.xt  Books  used,  the  Professors  deliver  Lectures  to  the 
voung  Ladies  of  the  Graduating  Class  on  subjects  of  interest  connected  with  their  advanced  studies.  Frequent  informal  Lectures  are  given 
upon  topics  connected  with  HEALTH,  MANNERS,  and  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY,  in  which  opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  pupils  of 
obtaining  practical  knowledge. 

PUPILS  ARE  ADMITTED  EROM  THE  AGE  OE  SEVEN. 


Two  medals  are  presented  annually,  before  the  midsummer  vacation,  by  His  E.xcellency  the  Governor-General.  A silver  one,  for 
general  proficiency,  and  a bronze  one,  for  one  of  the  Art  departments.  Two  gold  medals  and  a liberal  number  of  prizes  are  also  awarded 
by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Pluron. 

DIPLOM--\S. — At  the  close  of  the  Academic  year,  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Graduating  Class  take  place  ; those  who  have 
passed  through  the  requisite  course  of  studies,  and  have  made  such  attainments  as  to  merit  the  distinction,  receive  Certificates  or  Diplomas, 
the  latter  being  the  highest  honors  of  the  Institution. 

The  Examinations  for  these  Diplomas  are  held  on  the  same  principle  as  those  at  Caml>ridge,  England. 

CERTIFICATE.S. — Pupils  who  pursue  only  a partial  course  of  study  at  the  Institution,  receive,  if  deserving,  special  Certificates  of 
qualifications  and  attainments. 

A report  of  the  progress  and  conduct  of  each  pupil  is  sent  to  Parents  or  Guardians  at  the  end  of  each  term. 


The  Vacations  are  from  the  i8th  of  December  to  the  15th  of  January,  and  from  the  ist  of  July  to  the  third  Wednesday  in  September. 
The  Easter  Vac.ation  is  only  from  Good  Friday  to  Easter  Monday  inclusive. 

To  prevent  any  dalay  in  the  formation  of  Classes,  or  irregularity  at  the  end  of  the  term,  all  pupils  should  keep 
strictly  to  the  above  dates. 

Fifty  extra  marks  in  conduct  are  awarded  to  pupils  who  obey  this  rule.  The  attention  of  Parents  or  Guardians  is  urgently  reque.sted 
to  this  notice.
